Ships That Have Hﬂ Their Fate
When Mhey Seemed Perfectly Safe.
From the New York Sun,

Every one admits that it ls danger-
ous Lo he a man=of=War's man in war
time. Even In time of peace, at great
gun practice, or while saloting, it 2 o
recognizged fact that accidents happen,
and such aceldents do nol cause so
much sstonishment as they ds tempor-
ary pity. But If there 4 one place
whero veseel lg sunposcd popularly
1o be safe, thnt place s prort, It need
nat be her home port; bhut, o long us a
vesgel s In port. in the minds of the
public she I safe, yeot, the recent
digsaster to the Maine ghows, even port
is not always safe. In fact, gome of
the great naval disasters In history nc-
currgd in port.

Frobably the greatest sceldent on
record, and certainly the most famous,
was the capsizing of the Royval George,
a line of battleship of the Dritish navy
It the tlagship of itear Admival
Richard Kampenfeldt. On Aug, 19,
1752, as it lay off Spithend, at the mouch
the Thames, It wils hoeled, In order
that & pipe might be repaleed. Heel-

The ship had not heen
